NEW ART MUSEUM STUDIES PROGRAM 




The Cleveland Museum of Art, in conjunction with Case Western Reserve 
University, is now offering a graduate program in Art Museum Studies. The program 
is designed to produce specially trained museum personnel and to cover at the same 
time the academic requirements for a PhD. degree. 

The Cleveland Museum has rich holdings in all cultures from all periods of 
time; these are sufficiently varied to provide opportunities for scholarly research 
of the first rank. At present, the Museum provides classrooms, research library and 
Photograph facilities for a joint program in art history with Case Western Reserve 
University--its curators serve as adjunct members of the University faculty. The 
new program is a logical expansion of the Museum's extensive educational tradition. 

The two-year curriculum will include academic classes and specially planned 
Museum courses. During the second year each candidate will become a museum intern 
and will undertake a scholarly project which will qualify for the PhD. dissertation. 

A limited number of candidates of the highest quality only will be considered; 
a Master's degree in art history or its equivalent is a prerequisite. For further

Two Kress Foundation Fellowships for two years are available, each of which 
Provides a stipend of $6000 per calendar year for tuition and living expenses 
plus $500 per year for travel in the United States. 
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
